| Yorkton wis quoted as example of 4 
lara Where a couple of wells were | 
dug, a tower erected and the reward | 
was 20 to 35 per cent reduction ‘a 
rates. The Review has received the 
following reply, which is published 
as a matter of interest to every rate- 
payer. The Review assumes that

Dear Sir,-I have your favor of the 
18th. inst, with regard to fire protec: 
tion, and note your remarks therein, 
T think that you have been misinforta;

The test made by the underwriters | 
Inspector here, was made under ve ry 
unfair conditions, for an absolutely | 
new system. He dropped into town | 
on one of those freak days when the| 
weather was intensely cold. So cold | 
was it his tester either froze or broke, 
at the hydrant, and he couldn’t 
meisure the fores of the pressure. 
Water however, was thrown with ease 
and in an abundant stream over the 
new Clark building. 

If he werg to come now he would 
find the brigade in. much more 
efficient shape and properly organized 
as to squads for handling the hose, 
the hydrants, and the chemicals, 

As regards the wooden pipes, if 
Claresholm has made a serious mnis- 
take, it is largely due to the advice of 
engineers, who mislead the town from 
the start, as to cost, and made two ex- 
tra demands on the ratepayers for 
money imperative after Mr. Arnold 
of Lethbridge, declaring emphatical- 
ly that the orignal debenture would 
be quite sufticient for the purpose. 

As regards the system east of the 
tracks, being shut off, that defect bas 
been remedied, and now the whole 
town is served from the same source. 
Tf that objection weighed to any ex- 
tent against a reduction in rates, we 
hope Mr. Harrison will take note of 
the removal of the grievance. 

Still another objection has been re- 
moved in reference to men not sleep- 
ing at the fireball. By the acquisi- 
tion of the new town hall seven men 

w isleen thore. and are vondy for a 
quick response to any emergency call 
at night. A telephone his been 
placed in the fire hall and one man 
delailed to answer it. The men 
sleepii.g at the hall are expected to 
rush the chemicals to the fire in the 
hope of quenching it in the incipient 
stages. 

As regards there being no man at! 
the power house during the day, the} 
Review admits thia de ficiency and | 
feels sure the majority of ratepayers 
would like to see the hours of the 
employees adjusted so as to overcome 
this objection, It may be pointed 
out however, that the town is not de- 
pendent on the pump house for fire | 
pressure, the tower serving that pur- 
pose, as it does in the towns which 
have wells as a source of supply. 

As to the duplication of apparatus | 
that is a serious demand to make "on| 
a town of 1000 people and the Review | 
would like to hear of the town that 
have it. The tower has a capacity of 
100,000 gallons,and that is a fair} 
supply of water, The supply is kept | fe 
up as pumping is done every night. |

SKIMMING SURFACE A CRIME

desirable. One farmer writes: ‘I 


have been plowing my ‘land about 
five inches, following strictly all the 
rules laid down for the conservation 
of moisture, but getting only about 
ten bushels to the acre, which is 
hardly payable, How can I increase 
my yield?” The trouble with this 
man is the trouble with all—farming 
too much on the surface. Deep-plow- 
ing, deep rooting, and holding the 
moisture where it cannot evaporate, 
is the only antidote. 

Besides the loss of moisture engen- 
dered by shallow plowing, we have to 
consider an equally ‘serious evil—the 
combustion of humus. There is _no- 


thing facilitates this as much as shal. | 


low plowing and frequent shallow 
‘tilling. 

Secretary Wilson has already drawn 
our atention to this by denoting it as 
“a vicious system of farming,’ and 
the only way around it, as I pointed 
out at the time, is by plowing deeper 
and cultivating the fallow less, but 

utting it in better shape for accumu- 
ating moisture. 

In any places our sandy loams 
are already becoming exhausted and 
so devoid of humus that some of our 
farmers say it does not pay to plow 
them deeply. 

Humus is a carbon compound, and 
when the oxygen of the air attacks it 
it’ becomes carbon dioxide—the car- 
bonic acid gas so deadly to human 
life, so indispensible to plant life. 

In dry climates, when humus is at 
or near the surface, this combustion 
can go on unimpeded; but in humid 
climates it is much slower on account 
of the water film around each particle 
which protects it from the oxygen. 

Therefore, it is plain that, in order 
to save our humus, we must keep it 
damp, keep it away from the atmos- 
phere, bury it as deeply as possible. 
This element of our soils is found 
almost entirely on the surface, being 
a product of the sod, and every atom 
of it that finds its way into the atmos- 
phere is a dead loss to the farmer. 

Pure humus is said to be able to 
hold 200 per cent. of water, whereas 
some soils will not hold over 20 per 
cent. without leaching. 

Some farmers will contend that 
deep plowing on their soils does not 
bring results, and there is much truth 
in this, for often their last chance to 
raise a crop is to skim the surface

The crown 
appoints a special official, whose duty 
it is to see that the noble guests are 
properly attired. It is within this 
oflicial’s power to refuse admission 
to defaulters, no matter what their 
rank; and at the coronation of King

ed from the ceremony because he had 
endeavored to assert his independence 
in some trifling detail of attire. 

Dukes must don robes or mantles 
of crimson velvet, edged with mini- 
ver, and their capes must be furred 
with miniver pure, and powdered 
with four bars or rows of ermine—i.e. 
narrow pieces of black fur. Their 
noble wives will only pass the crown 
official in safety if, over full court 
dress, their ducal capes are powdercd 
with four rows of ermine, with a five- 
inch-broad edging, a two-yard train, 
and a coronet consisting of eight 
strawberry leaves, all of equal 
length, above the rim. And go on, 
from dukes and duchesses down tu 
barons and buronesses. 

The different grades of the peers 
may be detected by the number of 
rows of ermine on their cloaks. As 
has already been stated, dukes are 
entitled to wear four. The other 
peers wear: Murquises, three rows 
and a half; earls, three rows; vis- 
counts, two rows and a half; burous, 
two rows. 

The degrees of peeresses, on the 
other hand, are shown by the length 
of their trains upon the ground. These 
are prescribed by the Earl Marshal 
as follows: Duchesses, two yards; 
marchionesses, one yard and _three- 
quarters; countesses, one yard and 
a half; viscountesses, one yard and a 
quarter; baronesses, one yard.

The “Players” always devote the 
six weeks before Christmas to re- 
hearsals.

The proceeds of the company’s 
public performance in the six weeks 
following Christmas go a long way 
toward enabling the club to spend 
large sums of money during the whole 
of the year without much call upon 
the scantily lined pockets of the vil- 
lagers. There was a time when many 
of the villagers got drunk regularly 
in order to keep themselves from re- 
membering that there was nothing 
else for them to do. 

Every possible need of the com- 
munity is intended to be embraced 
by the Village Club. It is a night 
school, a playroom for adults, a sick 
benefit and burial society, a library, 
reading room, common parlor, a mia- 
hap benevolent fund, an_ orchestral 
society, debating society, crickct club, 
football club, ahaa: checkers, quoits, 
cycling, fishing and other clubs, a 
bank, and a taxpayers’ association— 
ail rolled into one. No villager has 
been known to get intoxicated since 
the club got hold of the place. Re- 
freshments of all kinds are sold at 
the clubhouse practically at cost 
peice. There are no paid servants. 
Even the cleaning is done in turn by 
volunteers on the weekly Cleanliness 
Committee. 

The annual dues are 5s. ($1.20). 
All: the villagers belong, "women as 
well as men, The institution has 
nearly a thousand members. 

All the members’ savings in the 
bank are invested in loans to mem- 
bers, and the bank conducts a build- 
ing society to enable members to 
own their own houses. The club ia 
the soul of the village. There is no 
part of the village life in which it 
does not participate, from the grow- 
ing of the biggest potatoes and cab- 
bages, and the handsomest roses, 
down to the best batting averages at 
cricket, and the longest throw with a 
cricket ball, from the handsomest 
baby of the year to the prettiest 
home-made frock.
